Then Judas which Had be- 
trayed him (ſeeing that hee was condemned) repented him 
ſelfe, and bꝛought againe the xxx plates ot ſiluer to the chiefe |: 
Pꝛieſtes and Elders, ſaping, J haue ſinned, betraping the 
innocent blood. And they layde, What is that to vs e lee thon 
to that. And hee taſt downe the ſüluer plates in the Temple, 
and departed and went and hanged himſelfe . And the — | 
Pꝛieſtes tooke the ſiluer plates, ſayd, It is not lawfullfozto 
put them into the treaſury, becauſe it is the pꝛite ofblood, And 
they tooke tounſaile, and bought with them a potters field to 
burle ſtrangers in. Wherfoꝛe che ſield is called Acheldama, that 
is, The fielde of blood, vntill this day. Then was fullilledthat 
which was ſpoken by Jeremie the Pꝛophet ſaying And they 
tooke xxx. ſiluer plates, the pꝛite of him that was valued, who | 
they bought ofthe childzen of Jſrael,# gaue them fo: the pot⸗ 
ters field, as the Loꝛd appointed me. Jeſus ſtoode befoze the | 
Deputie, ⁊ the Deputie alked him, ſaying, Art thou the King 


ofthe Jewes :? Jelus ſaid vnto him, Thou layeſt. And * | 
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he was accuſed of the chiefe Pꝛieſtes and Elders, he anſwe- 
red nothing. Then layde Pilate vnto him, Heaͤreſt thou not 
howe many witneſſes they lay agatiiſt thee: And he anſwe⸗ 
red him to neuer a woꝛde, in ſo much that the Deputie mar- 
ueiled greatly. At the feaſt, the Deputie was Wont to deli⸗ 
uer vnto the people à pꝛiſoner, whome they would deſire, He 
had then a notable pꝛiloner, called Barabbas. Therefoꝛe 
whenthey were gathered together, Pilate ſayde, Whether 
wil ye that J giue looſe vnto vou Warabbas, oꝛ Jeſus which 
is called Chꝛiſt? Foz he knewe that foꝛ ennie they had deline- 
red him. When he was ſet downe to giue iudgement, his wife 
ſent vnto him, laying, aue thou nothing to do with that iuſt 
man, foꝛ I haue ſuffered this day many things in my fleepe, 
betauſe ot him. But the chiefe Pꝛieſtes and Elders perlwa⸗ 
ded the people that they ſhoulde ale Warabbas, and deſtroy 
Jeſus. The Deputie auſwered,andfayde vnto them, Whe⸗ 
ther ofthe twaine will yee that J let looſe vnto you? They 
ſayde, Barabbas. Pilate ſayde vnto them, What ſhall J 
doe then with Jeſus, which is called Chaiſt « They all ſayde 


vbnto him, Lethimbecracified. The Deputie ſaide, What 


euill hath he done ? Wut they cryed moze, laying, Let him bee 
crucified, When Pilate ſawe that hee coulde pꝛeuatle nothing, 
but that moze buũneſſe was made, hee tooke water, and wa⸗ 
ſhed his handes befoze the people, ſaying, Jam innocent 
ofthebloodofthis iuſt perſon,ſeeyee, Then anſwered all the 
people, andſayde, His blood bee on vs, andonour childzen. 
Then let hee Warabbas looſe vnto them, and ſcourged Je⸗ 


ſus, and deliuered him to bee crucified. Then the ſouldiers of 


the Deputie tooke Jelus into the common Hall, and gathe⸗ 
red vnto him all the tompame and they ſtripped him, and put 
on him a purple robe, and platted a crowne of thoꝛnes, and 
put it vpon his head, anda reede in his right hande and bow⸗ 
ed the knee beloꝛe him, and mocked him, laying, Hayle King 
ofthe Jewes.

of, he woulde not dꝛinke. When they had crucifiedhim, they 
parted his garments, and did caſt lottes, that it might be ful⸗ 
filled which was ſpoken by the Pzophete, They parted m 
garments among them, and vpon m veſture did they calk | 
lottes. And they late and watched him there, and ſet vp ouer 
his head the cauſe ol his death wꝛitten, This is Ieſus, the King of 
the lewes. Then were there two thienes crucified with him, 
one on the right hand, and another on the left. They that pal⸗ 
ſed by, reuiled him, wagging their heads, and ſaying, Thon 
thatdeſtroyedſt the Temple of God, and diddeſt buylde it in 
th:ce dayes, ſaue thy ene, If thou be the ſanne of GOD, | 
come doWne fromthe troſſe.
